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RWORGANIZATION OF THE ARMY. 

Members of the Committees on Military Affairs in 
both Houses unite in the opinion that the chances of any 
legislation in the direction of the reorganization of 
the Army during the present session are infinitesimal. 
The action of the House when an attempt was made to 
add but 215 to the enlisted strength of the Army 
by making the detail at the Military Academy in ex- 
cess of the number of enlisted men allowed by law, 
shows very clearly that there is no hope of getting 
legislation through that body that adds anything what- 
ever to the number of men in the Army. There will 
be some agitation of the question of reorganization 
in the committees, however, and it is possible that 
a measure may be reported to one or both Houses, 
but with the many other things that will press for 
consideration between now and the fourth of March, 
we regret to say that the members of the committees 
have little hope of getting through a measure that 
would excite so much debate as a bill for the re- 
organization of the Army. Even if the measure pro- 
vided no increase it would not, we fear, be likely to 
pass. 

The bill presented to the House Committee by Capt. 
George W.-Davis, of the 14th Inf., Military Aide to 
the Secretary of War, as embodying the ideas of the 
War Department as to what ought to be done, has 
also been introduced this week in the Senate by Gen- 
eral Hawley, and appears elsewhere as Senate Dill 
2418. It will serve as a basis of discussion in the com- 
mittees, and it is possible that it might be reported 
to the Senate in much its present shape; but even if 
it should pass that body it would almost surely failin the 
House, if for no other reason than because it provides 
for an increase of 5,000 in the enlisted strength of 
the Army. As the bill deals only with the line of 
the Army, it does not include any provisions for the 
consolidation of staff corps in the line, which Secre- 
tary Lamont is understood to approve. As it provides 
for the three-battalion formation for the infantry, it 
shows that there was a total misapprehension of the 
views of the Secretary on this point by some of the 
members of the House Committee, who believed that 
he was opposed to incorporating that feature in a 
bill at this time. 

The bill was fully explained in all its details by 
Capt. Davis, who was given a hearing before the 
House Committee, and it is the intention of the 
committee to hear other officers in regard to it, so as 
to at least gather valuable information that will be 
of assistance to the committees of the next Congress 
in framing any legislation that they may desire to 
bring forward. The measure is much more homo- 
veneous than some of the other bills that have been 
prepared, inasmuch as it provides for the three-bat- 
talion organization throughout all the arms of the 
Service. Maj. Davis explained that the bill introduced 
prepared in this shape by him at the 
request of the Secretary of War. The Secretary’s 
decision as to a three-battalion organization, he said, 
“was arrived at after a thorough consideration of the 
subject in all its aspects, and after consultation with 
a large number of officers of the Army.” 

{t is believed that public sentiment demands a de- 
crease in the enlisted force, and a proper organization 
of the Army imperatively demands it, ‘as Major Davis 
proceeded to show at length. In the course of his ar- 
gument on this point, he said: “The infantry arm 
must compose the great bulk of every army, and upon 
its efficiency will depend in a very large degree the 
final result. The addition of & major to each regiment 
of infantry will result in the promotion of 25 captains 
in that arm, bringing it upon an equitable basis as 
compared with the artillery and cavalry. A reference 
to the Army Register will show that the junior major 
of infantry at the present time was the senior of more 
than two-thirds of the present majors of cavalry be- 
fore they were promoted. If the reduction in the num- 
ber of cavalry majors is made in the manner sug- 
gested, the reduction will be gradual. The proposition 
is not to stop absolutely promotion of captains of cav- 
alry to the grade of major, but to promote one cap- 
tain for each two vacancies that may occur in the next 
grade. This was the method adopted by Congress 
a few years since when it was thought to be desirable 
to reduce the number of commodores in the Navy. 

“The cavalry is the most expensive arm to maintain, 
and as the need for mounted troops on the Indian 
frontier is constantly diminishing, no inerease in this 
arm was recommended. It has been found by ex- 
perience covering a long period of years that when 
deductions are made for absentees—the sick, those in 
confinement, those employed in administrative duty 
at posts and in the staff departments—the effective 
field strength of the Army falls 20 per cent. below 
the authorized strength. The organization contemplated 
dispenses with 60 additional lieutenants of the foot 
batteries of artillery, who are not needed. As pro- 
motions in that arm to captain would not absorb 
this surplus of lieutenants, it is contemplated that 
the senior lieutenants of atillery shall be offered pro-

motion in the infantry.” Under this bill, “as this 
grade now stands, 32 first lieutenants of cav- 
alry, 64 of artillery and 69 of infantry would be pro- 
moted to captains, unless some of these officers should 
decline transfer to another arm of the Service. When 
all the transfers are made, the seniors in the three 
arms would be almost exactly the same, and all would 
be equally benefited. 

“Should the distinction between the two classes of 
lieutenants be discontinued, the young man entering 
the Service would remain with his regiment. until 
promoted to captaincy (a period, probably, on an avy- 
erage of 15 to 20 years), the objection of brief tenure 
and corresponding lack of interest in their regiments 
would be overcome, and the considerable expense of 
transfers would be avoided. It has therefore been 
proposed that after all promotions have been made 
to original vacancies, the remaining first and _ sec- 


ond lieutenants be recommissioned to the one grade’ 


of lieutenant, arranged, of course, in regular order 
of rank and precedence in each arm, as now.” 
The text of the bill is as follows: 


S. 2418, Mr. Hawley. For the reorganization and increase 
of the Army. That the total number of enlisted men in the 
Army of the United States, including scouts and the Hospital 
Corps, shall be limited to 30,000, 

Sec. 2. Mr. Hawley. That the line of the Army shall con- 
sist of the batalion of engineers as now organized, 10 regi- 
ments of cavalry, 5 regiments of artillery and 25 regiments 
of infantry. 

Sec. 3. That each regiment of cavalry shall consist of 1 
colone!, 1 lieutenant-colonel, 2 majors, 1 adjutant, and 1 
quartermaster, who shall be additional captains, 1 veterinary 
surgeon with the rank of sergeant-major, 1 sergeant-major, 
1 quartermaster-sergeant, 1 chief musician, 1 chief trumpeter. 
1 saddler-sergeant, and 12 troops organized into 3 squadrons 
of 4 troops each. 

Sec. 4. That each troop of cavalry shall consist of 1 cap- 
tain, 2 lieutenants, 1 first sergeant, 5 sergeants, 4 corporals, 
2 trumpeters, 2 farriers, 1 saddler, and such number of 
privates as the President may direct. 

Sec. 5. That each regiment of artillery shall consist of 1 
colonel, 1 lieutenant-colonel, 3 majors, 1 adjutant and 1 quar- 
termaster who shall be additional captains,°1 sergeant-major, 
1 quartermaster-sergeant, 1 chief musician, 2 principal mu- 
sicians, 12 foot batteries organized into 3 battalions of 4 bat- 
teries each, and 2 field batteries constituting a battalion of 
field artillery. 

Sec. 6. That each foot battery shall consist of 1 captain, 
2 lieutenants, 1 first sergeant, 4 sergeants, 4 corporals, 2 mu- 
sicians, and such number of privates as the President may 
direct. 

Sec. 7. That each field battery shall consist of 1 captain, 
3 lieutenants, 1 first sergeant, 6 sergeants, 4 corporals, 2 
trumpeters, 2 farriers, 1 saddler, and such number of privates 
as the President may direct. 

Sec. 8. That each regiment of infantry shall consist of 1 
colonel, 1 lieutenant-colonel, 2 majors, 1 adjutant and 1 
quartermaster who shall be additional captains, 1 sergeant- 
major, 1 quartermaster-sergeant, 1 chief musician, 2. prin- 
cipal musicians, and 12 companies organized into 3 battalions 
of 4 companies each. 

Sec. 9. That each company of infantry shall consist of 1 
captain, 2 lieutenants, 1 first sergeant, 4 sergeants, 4 cor- 
porals, 2 musicians, and such number of privates as the 
President may direct. 

Sec. 10. That the lieutenant-colonel of any regiment may 
be assigned to the command of one of the battalions or 
squadrons of his regiment. 

See. 11. That until the 10 majors of cavalry, who are made 
supernumerary by this act, shall have been absorbed, there 
shall be but one promotion of captain to major in the cavalry 
arm for each two vacancies that may occur in the grade of 
major in that arm. 

Sec. 12. That all original vacancies in the grade of 
major of infantry, created or caused by this act, shall be 
filled by the promotion according to seniority of the captains 
of infantry. 

Sec. 13. That all vacancies in the grade of captain of cay- 
alry. aru.lery and infantry, created or caused by this act, 
shall be filled by the promotion according to seniority in 
relative rank of the Ist lieutenants of cavalry, artillery and 
infantry, each to his own arm so far as practicable: Pro- 
vided, That should any Ist lieutenants of cavalry or artil- 
lery decline promotion to the infantry as herein provided, 
then the said Ist lieutenants shall retain their places in 
relative rank in their respective arms. 

Sec. 14. That all promotions of officers resulting from the 
passage of this act shall be subject to the existing provisions 
of taw governing exam_nations for promotion. 

Sec. 15. That after the original vacancies, created or 
eaused by this act, shall have been filled, future promotions 
in the several arms of cavalry, artillery and infantry shall 
be by seniority from the next lower grade in the said re- 
spective arms. 

Sec. 16. That after all promotions of 1st lieutenants to the 
grade of captain in the several arms shall have been made, 
as herein provided, all remaining Ist lieutenants and 2d lieu- 
tenants in the several arms, corps and departments of the 
Army shall be recommissioned as lieutenants in their several 
arms, corps and departments, and said lieutenants shall, 
while continuing in said grade, retain their present relative 
rank and precedence. 

See. 17. That original vacancies in the grade of lieutenant, 
created or caused by this act, shall be filled as now author- 
ized by law. 

Sec. 18. That hereafter the pay of lieutenants of more 
than seven years’ service as commissioned officers shall be 
the same as that heretofore allowed to 1st lieutenants 
in their respective arms, corps, or departments, and that the 
pay of lieutenants of less than seven years’ service as com- 
missioned officers shall be the same as that heretofore al- 
lowed to 2d lieutenants in their respective arms, corps, or 
departments: Provided, That the pay of lieutenants in the 
medical and ordnance departments and the signal corps shall 
remain the same as now authorized by law to Ist lieutenants 
in said departments and corps. 

Sec. 19. That the pay of a veterinary surgeon shall be 
$100 per month. 

Sec. 20. That the pay of the quartermaster-sergeant of a 
regiment shall hereafter be the same as that now allowed 
by law to a post quartermaster-sergeant. 

Sec. 21. That the pay of the sergeant-major of a regiment 
shall be the same as that now allowed by law to the ser- 
geant-major of the engineer battalion. 

Sec, 22. That all laws or parts of laws inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 


The Court of Claims rendered a decision on Mon- 
day, Dec 17, which establishes a precedent on the mile- 
age question. The case was that of Naval Constructor 
Robert W. Steele, and he was awarded a judgment of 
$1,111,.20 for traveling expenses incurred while obey- 
ing orders of the Department. In his petition, filed 
with the Court of Claims, Naval Constructor Steele 
states that he was ordered on Nov. 20, 1885, to duty 
at the League Island Navy Yard. He further states 
that on Nov. 5, 1887, he was directed by the Secretary 
of the Navy, in addition to his duties at the League 
Island Navy Yard, to take charge of the work on 
the hull of gunboats Nos. 3 and 4, at the Delaware 








‘River Iron Works, Chester, Pa., and this duty contin. 


ued until Feb. 5, 1891. Obedient to orders, requiring 
him to perform duty at the League Island Navy Yard 
and at Chester, Pa., he traveled back and forth, each 
trip being 30 miles. He asked for judgment against 
the United States for mileage at the rate of eight 
cents.per mile, in all $1,173.60. He presented his 
claim to the Treasury Department and it was rejected 
on the alleged ground that his orders did not require 
him to travel daily between the two points. As has 
been stated, the Secretary is now considering the 
mileage question, with a view to making some change 
in this matter. In view of the action of the Court 
of Claims in Naval Constructor Steele’s case, officers 
assigned to two billets at different places and ne- 
cessitating travel between them, will now probably 
have their vouchers approved without any trouble, as 
has been the case frequently in the past. 


The reports of Rear-Admiral Walker, U. S. N.,° on 
Hawaii, called for by the Senate, have been go ex- 
tensively published that it is hardly necessary to 
even summarize them here. The Admiral presents in 
a forcible way facts which are well known in substance 
to every one having any knowledge of the subject, 
and which only need repetition because of the studious 
attempt to ignore them, which has occasioned the 
whole difficulty in this Hawaiian business. Admiral 
Walker reports that the Republican Government is 
so firmly established in the Sandwich Islands that its 
only danger has been from intrigues fostered by for 
eign encouragement, and he makes a direct charge 
against the then British minister as being a party to 
such intrigues. “He has been at Honolulu nearly 30 
years, and his constant struggle has been to set Eng- 
lish influence against American influence, and to make 
-it predominate; and as an essential part of this pol- 
icy, to maintain the monarchy.” Because of this for- 
eign influence he delayed his departure from Hawaii, 
and he urges that an American man-of-war, com- 
manded by a discreet officer, should be kept there, 
though he does not consider the presence of a flag 
officer necessary. As the Government has not acted 
upon this recommendation, it is expected that a reso- 
lution will be introduced in Congress directing the 
Government to send a ship to Honolulu, in accordance 
with the Admiral’s recommendation. 

If the Army is to have a remount depot nothing is 
known of it at the War Department. The Quarter- 
master-General is greatly incensed at the use of his 
name in irresponsible publications jn connection with 
such a depot. He said to a Journal representative 
that it was the last thing on earth which he would 
take under consideration. It was his opinion that the 
system now in use was the best that could be had. 
Including everything, the cost of a good horse under 
the system of the remount depot would be $1,000, 
where the Army now purchases them at $99 each, 
and to establish such a depot would therefore be a 
useless expenditure of Government money. He thinks 
the horses now in service are the equal, if not the 
superior, of those of any other army in the world. 


Inspector-General Breckinridge is expected to re- 
turn to Washington within the next few days from 
his inspection trip of the Soldiers’ Homes of the coun- 
try. Immediately upon his return he will hold a con- 
ference with Secretary Lamont in regard to the for- 
mer’s report. As has heretofore been stated in the 
Journal, the Secretary has found the Inspector-Gen- 
eral’s report too voluminous, and wants it reduced 
and some of its contents eliminated. A telegram 
has been received from General Breckinridge by the 
Secretary, asking him to hold the report until he has 
seen him, and the document will therefore not be 
sent to the printers until after it has been revised. 


In view of the adjournment of Congress and, the 
consequent inability of the President to make nomina- 
tions, it is not expected that Judge Advocate-General 
D. B. Swaim will be placed upon the retired list 
until early in January. There seems to be no doubt 
in well-informed Army circles that General Swaim 
will be retired by the President, and it was expected 
that this action would be taken Dec. 22, the date 
General Swaim reached his 62d year. It is now stated 
that the President, in view of the reason already stat- 
ed, will defer such action until the reassembling of 
Congress after the holidays. 


Colonel Heywood, commandant of the Marine Corps, 
has completed his recommendation on the Marine 
Artillery bill. Like General Schofield, he strongly 
protests against the enactment of legislation of this 
character. 


Secretary Lamont has rescinded his order appoint- 
ing a court for the trial of Captain T. Morrison, 16th 
Inf., who was accused of insubordination during the 
railroad strike. 
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The new artillery drill regulations have been per- 
fected, and will soon be sent to the Government 
printing Office for publication. The cavalry drill re- 
yision board is still in session, and it is not expected 
that its report will be received until January. Gen- 
eral Schofield intends to expedite this work, and 
hopes to. have the regeulations of the various arms 
completed by the end of the winter. 


Secretary Lamont still has the cap question under 
consideration. Captain Carter, U. S. A., submitted 
a type of cap, and asked that it be adopted only for 
cavalry service. It is thought that there would be 
no advantage in such a course, and it has therefore 
been decided to select only one type for all the arms.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Army Appropriation bill was taken up in the 
House on Monday, Vee. 17, and passed, after some de- 
bate. Mr. Sayers, of Texas, cailed attention to the fact 
that while provision had leen made in the Military 
Academy Appropriation bill for the pay of the 215 en- 
listed men detailed to duty at the Academy, no corre- 
spouding reduction had been made in the appropriation 
for the pay of the enlisted men of the Army in the bill 
under consideration, He, therefore, moved to amend by 
reducing the appropriation for the pay of enlisted men 
of all grades, from $4,200,000 to $4,170,v00. Mr. 
Outhwaite and other members of the committee ob- 
jected to the reduction on the ground that if the enlisted 
strength of the Army should be increased to the full 
limit allowed by law, the amount carried in the bill 
would not be sufficient. The amendment was adopted, 
but the combined effect of this amendment and of the 
provision for 215 enlisted men under the Military Acad- 
emy bill is to increase the total amount avai.able for the 
pay of enlisted men by $16,000, as the increase under the 
Military Academy bill was $46,000, and the decrease 
under the Army bill amounted to but $30,000. Mr. 
Sayers also succeeded in having the appropriat.on for 
service pay of enlisted men reduced from $450,000 to 
$440,000. Mr. Outhwaite offered an amendment, which 
was adopted, providing for the repeal of the provisions 
of law directing the retention of any part of the pay 
of enlisted men except the 12% cents per month re- 
tained for the support of the Soidiers’ Home. Mr. Marsh 
made a point of order against the provision for the 
transfer of the military prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., to the Department of Justice, that 1t was new 
legislation, and did not decrease expenditures. The point 
was sustained, and the provision was stricken out. 

Upon motion of Mr. Wilson, of Washington, an amend- 
ment was adopted providing “That upon the transfer 
and conveyance to the United States of a good and suf- 
ficient title to not less than 1,000 acres of land without 
cost to the United States, situated at or near the city of 
Spokane, in the county of Spokane, in the State of 
Washington, and on or near a railroad, and constitut- 
ing an eligible and suitable site for an Army post, and to 
be approved and onane by the Secretary of War for 
that purpose, then and thereupon, the Secretary of War 
is hereby authorized to establish and locate on said 
land, a United States Army post of such character and 
capacity as the Secretary of War shall direct and ap- 
prove.” . ‘ 

In the usual memorandum accompanying the bill the 
Committee say: 

The appropriations for the support of the Army for the 
last Pn smte min have been as follcws: 1890-91. $24,231,626.79; 
1891-92, 24,613,.529.19; 1892-93, $24.288.499.82; 1S')s-04. $24,- 
208,629.78: 1894-95, $23,468.424.68. The estimates for 1895-96 
are $24,605,682.98. This bill proposes to appropriate $23.,299,- 
808.09. The above figures will show that this bill caries 
$168,616.59 less than the appropriation for the current fiscal 
year, to wit, 1894-95, and a a reduction in the estimates of 
$1.305,874.89. Your committee have embodied three proposi- 
tions of new legislation. which are all recommended by the 
Secretary of War and which will materially reduce expenses. 
The first one that appears in the bill is a_ proposition to re- 
duce the number of majors in the Pay Department of the 
Army to 20, which makes a reduction of 5. This reduction 
will not in the least cripple or impair the efficiency of the 
Pay Department. Heretofore disbursements were made by 
officers in that Department traveling about to the several 
localities where such disbursements were to be made. But 
now, in many instances, the money is sent direct to the 
commandants of garrisons, and they perform the duties 
heretofore performed by the paymasters. 

The second proposition is a reduction of the number of 
captains in the Subsistence Department by four. The Secre- 
tary. of War recommended a consolidation of the Quarter- 
master’s, Subsistence and Pay Departments of the Army 
into one bureau, and if that scheme were carried out it 
would make quite a reduction in the number of officers in 
those three Departments. The Committee on Military Affairs, 
owing to the brief time that is allowed for thoroughly in- 
vestigating these recommendations, did not deem it advisable 
to attempt to follow these suggestions. 

The committee was of opinion that the reduction in both 
the Pay Department and the Subsistence Department could 
be made at this time, as provided in the bill, without detri- 
ment to the service. The heads of these two Departments 
are understood to concur in their advisability. 

Che third proposition which appears in the bill is. the 
transfer of the military prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., 
to the jurisdiction of the Department of Justice. No stronger 
argument could be presented for this transfer than to quote 
the language which appears in the recent annual report of 
the Secretary of War. E 

For pay of the Army this bill appropriates 13,050,318.09, 
while the law for the present year provides for $13,040,934.68. 
This slight increase is attributable to the increase in the 
number of enlisted men who are placed on the retired list. 
The chief reductions in the bill as compared with the pres- 
ent law are $100,000 in the regular supplies for Quartermas- 
ter’s Department; $50,000 for transportation of the Army; 
$100,000 for clothing and camp equipage, and $20,000 for 
the purchase of horses for the cavalry, artillery, ete. For 
berraeks and quarters the committee report the full amount 
of the estimate, which is an increase of $100,000 over last 
year’s appropriations, at which time there was a reduction 
of $50,000 from the appropriations of former years. The 
Quartermaster-General has submitted an estimate of $750, 
000 for this purpose, which is, as abovesaid, $100,000 In ex- 
cess of what was appropriated in 1895, and your committee 
have seen fit to allow this increase, that necessary bui'dings 
may be promptly erected. Last year there was an item in 
the appropriation bill of $100,000 for recruiting. The method 
of recruiting has been changed, which caused an elimination 
of this item from the bill. 

In the debate on the bill, Mr. Hull said: “The General 
at the head of the Pay Department reported to the com- 
mittee that, on account of the increased facilities for pay- 
ing troops at the larger stations, the number could be re- 
duced that many without any injury to the service. The 


bill makes a reduction of four captains in the Commis- 
sary of Subsistence Department, and that also is reported 
by the Commissary-General as a reduction that could be 
made without injury to the service.

Captain Robinson oceupied 
a position on the mesa, over the village, with two troops 
and trained Hotchkiss guns. The Indians gathered in 
large numbers, and all in the valley were ordered to 
come out in view of the troops. When the names of 
the Indians wanted were given one by one, they sur- 
rendered, until nineteen were placed under guard and 
taken to Fort Wingate. Gen. Met Cook telegraphed to the 
Department Dee. 15 that the trouble with the Utes in 
Utah would probably end peaceably, as the Indians had 
consented to return to their reservation under the lead- 
ership of the agent who had been sent to them. 

When Colonel Lawton, of General McCook’s staff, and 
Indian Agent Day arrived at Monticello, Utah, to investi- 
gate the reported invasion and threatened outbreak of the 
Utes from Colorado, they had no diffic ulty in persuading 
Chief Ignacio to return to the Colorado Reservation. 
Colonel Lawton, according to a despatch, is of the opinion 
that there was never any cause for alarm, and also blames 
the cowboys. The New York “Sun,” commenting on 
this, says: “If the Governor of Utah had not been over- 
ruled by the Commander of the Department, General Me- 
Cook’s m‘litia would very certainly have attacked the 
Utah band, and then we would have heard of outrages and 
other misdeeds, calling for a campaign of extermination. 
Many of our Indian wars, particularly those of later 
times. have been brought about through a misunderstand- 
ing of Indian purposes. General McCook deserves more 
credit for the peaceful settlement of the Ute affair than 
he could have won if he killed every Ute alive.”

Interior may require.” 
said in the Journal of Dec. 8 in regard to “Army Con- 
trol of Forest Reserves,” and suggests the question 
whether the Department, which is expected to furnish 
the physical force required to preserve our forests 
from destruction, should not have full control of them. 
In the debate on the Forestry bill, Mr. McRae said: 
“We cannot maintain 17,000,000 acres of land in a 
permanent state of reservation without some provision 
for the rational and sensible use of the ripe timber 
and mines upon them. We want them preserved 
and sacredly guarded, but not as parks; for they are 
not in any sense parks. It is the duty of Congress to 
preserve them.”

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, introduced in the House Dec. 18 
a joint resolution to revive the grade of Lieutenant- 
General in the Army. The bill is drawn to carry out 
the recommendation of Secretary Lamont to make 
General Schofield a Lieutenant-General. When Gen- 
eral Schofield retires the grade is to expire. The pro- 
visions of the bill should go further and establish this 
rank for the officer commanding the Army, who: 
should hold one grade above that of the highest of- 
ficer under his command. 


The belief is prevalent at the War Department that 
in view of the reduction of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment by four officers by the Army appropriation bill, 
the President will not make any appointment to the 
vacancy now existing in that corps. This will be a 
great disappointment to a number of officers,who have 
been bringing influence to bear to secure the appoint- 
ment. 


New Mexico, which has never accepted quietly the re- 
moval of troops from Santa Fe (Fort Marcy) last sum- 
mer, has sent its Governor, Thornton, and ex-Governor 
Bradford Prince, to Washington to secure the enactment 
of the bill now before the Senate to enable the Terri- 
torr to become a State, and to have detailed to 
Santa Fe, the capital of the Territory, about 150 U. S. 
troops. Mr. Prince is quoted as saying: ““‘We do not ex- 
pect trouble now from the Indians, but we want troops 
there for the moral effeet they will have on the people. 
As everybody knows, in case of civil lawlessness, ten 
regulars would be werth fifty militiamen, in view of 
the well-known determination of the regulars to carry 
out orders to ‘shoot.’ Aside from the value of the 
troops in a military sense, it is considered desirable to 
have them as a backing for the civil authorities. Santa 
Fe is about the most healthy spot in the West, and has 
always been a favorite post with Army officers and the

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THE HARTFORD FOR THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 

Now that Congress has decided to refit the gallant 
,»d Hartford, we would suggest that she be turned 
over to the Naval Academy for a practice-ship; not 
only because of her fitness for this work, but because 
« the historical associations connected with her. The 
i iportance of a good ship for naval cadets does not 
a.pear to be sufficiently realized. Whether, on their 
cruises, they are to be inspired by an admiration and 
love for their profession, or there acquire a loathing 
for it, depends on the practice cruiser. The hardship, 
suffering and actual misery undergone both by officers 
and cadets on the last practice cruise of the Constella- 
tion, are almost incredible. The midshipmen were 
then forced to live in a manner to which the meanest 
enlisted men are not subjected, and the horrors of that 
cruise will never be forgotten by any who experienced 
them. 

In point of comfort, and because she did not take a 
European cruise, matters on the Monongahela were 
much better. The chief recommendation of the Mo- 
nongahela is her wash-room, which is on the gun deck 
and light and airy and clean. The wash-room of the 
Constellation was on the berth deck forward, and 
light and air were under no circumstances admitted 
there. It was dirty to foulness. During the whole 
cruise of ’93, the cadets slept and ate on this deck, 
the ventilation of which was appaling. On the Mo- 
nongahela they slept on the gun deck, and were com- 
fortable. 

But the Monongahela is in no sense a proper practice 

‘uiser for them. In the first place she was built for 
. ‘steamer, and hér bottom is rounded and shallow.

‘re. She has been known to go about, but this is 
1ot a necessity nowadays. With great difficulty she 
will wear. Tacking is an evolution which has become 
obsolete. The large merchant ships which are now 
suade for the carrying trade invariably wear, and 
when they arrive in pilotage waters they are taken in 
tow. She has the low steamer masts, and no sail 
power to speak of. And last, but not least, she is not 
large enough to carry the whole corps. 

It has been said that the Naval Academy should 
have two small ships for this cruise. We think this 
is a mistake. It is important that the battalion be 
kept together and made to work in unison. They 
should .be trained on a full-rigged ship; each man 
should be assigned to a part of the ship and made to 
stay there until he knows it. From this knowledge it 
is only a step to knowing the whole ship. 

The Hartford, although fitted with auxiliary steam 
power, is primarily a sailing ship, and was built as 
such. She will beat to windward and wear readily. 
It has been said that her sails are too heavy for the 
‘adets to handle her. There is no sail on the Hartford 
as large or as heavy as the mainsail on the Constella- 
tion, and this sail was handled without any trouble 
by the cadets in the heaviest weather. Furthermore, 
the proportion of cadets to bluejackets on the main 
yard was greater than on any other yard in the ship. 

A great deal of time is lost, on transatlantic cruises, 
in the doldrums. In 1893 the Constellation 
plished two-thirds of the distance from Maderia in ten 
of the thirty-two days of the passage. The rest of the 
time was an absolute waste. The heat was almost 
unbearable, and as far as professional manoeuvres 
were concerned, they were out of the question. On a 
cruise on the home station there are many days dur- 
ing which the ship is obliged to lie at anchor on ac- 
count of calms, when,if it were possible to get outside, 
advantage might be taken of the wind when it springs 
up. The use of the Hartford would remedy this de- 
fect and save a great deal of the time by her auxiliary 
steam power. She would be most available for a 
foreign cruise, and she would take but twenty days or 
so to cross. The midshipmen would thus be enabled 


accom- 


to see the summer evolutions of the Channel Squadron, 
and many other sights of a professional nature which 
would be invaluable to them. 

The tendency in cruises is now to return to sail 
power, both to increase the cruising radius and as a 
matter of, economy. Why educate the future officers 
of our Navy on types of ships which are now obso- 
lete? The Hartford is the nearest approach to a class 
of vessels on which they will probably spend their 
lives, and it is all-important for them to know how to 
handle a craft of this kind. 

So far as enlisted men are concerned (that ever- 
appearing objection), no more would be required for 
the Hartford than for the Constellation, and not as 
many as for two smaller vessels. Their number has 
heretofore consisted of just enough to make the 
complement of the ship’s company, and to d& the 
cleaning and bright work—perhaps 75. 

Equip the Hartford with 12 4-in. rapid-fire guns of 
the most modern pattern, and let her organization con- 
form as nearly as possible to that of a modern man- 
of-war. 

And lastly, this grand old ship might serve to teach 
the cadets something about Farragut and the history 
of their country. It is not too much to say they are 
deplorably ignorant in this respect, and that there are 
some of them who know nothing more of Farragut 
than his name. 

The fact that Russia has awarded the entire armor 
contract for the new Russian battleships Sebastopol 
and Petropavlovsk to the Bethlehem Iron Co. is the 
highest possible tribute to the ability and enterprise 
of American manufacturers. It is proof, too, of the 
wisdom of the Navy Department in encouraging the 
development of American manufactures, and is on a 
line with the policy which we have persistently urged 
upon our naval and military authorities for the past 
30 years succeeding the Civil War. The less the Goy- 
ernment seeks to compete with private manufacturers 
of war material and the greater liberality it shows in 
dealing with them, the better for the Government and 
for the country. The policy inaugurated by the Navy 
Department under Secretary Whitney and carried 
out under Secretaries Tracy and Herbert, of co-oper- 
ating with private manufacturers, has produced a re- 
sult we could searcely have looked for in so short a 
time. It is less than four years since the Bethle- 
hem Tron Co. began its deliveries of armor to the 
Government, and less than six and one-half years 
since the company entered into a contract with the 
Navy Department to establish its extensive plant for 
the manufacture of armor. It was a bold undertak- 
ing and the Bethlehem Company well deserve what- 
ever reward may come to them. The statement from 
Bethlehem is that the contract was secured over 14 
competitors, including Krupp, and that it calls for 
more than 12,000 tons. In Secretary Tracy’s report 
for 1890 it is declared that up to July, of that year, al- 
though 20,000 tons of armor were required for our new 
steel fleet, “not a pound of this armor had yet been 
manufactured.” To-day, as the N. Y. “Sun” says, 
“after the lapse of a little more than four years, we 
find the supply of American armor for all our ex- 
isting ships nearly completed, and an American es- 
tablishment engaged to provide it for the needs of a 
great foreign power.” The extraordinary improve- 
ment in armor which has resulted from American ex- 
veriments, shows how much is to be gained by en- 
listing, on behalf of the Government, the genius for 
manufacture and invention which is so marked an 
American characteristic. The Departments should 
strive in every way to make it for the interest of cap- 
ital and inventive genius to promote National ends. 
It expects honest, devoted and patriotic service from 
the military officers it employs, but it gives them a 
pecuniary return for this service. It should be equally 
ready to give manufacturers the payment which comes 
to them in the shape of profits, and while protecting 
the interests of the Government, it should, so far as it 
can, accommodate itself to manufacturing necessities. 
The experience of Government contractors has not 
always been a happy one, and Government dealings 
with them in some 
just, but dishonest.

A letter recently written by Rear-Admiral Belknap 
concerning Japan have stirred up some 
feeling in England. ‘The Army and Navy Gazette” 
says that the Admiral is evidently not among these 
who would promote amity between the two great 
English-speaking nations. The “Gazette” goes on to 
say that they should be sorry indeed if these opinions 
or prejudices were American; that though the Ad- 
miral pooh-poohs Great Britain and its Navy, the 
valor of its people, the strategic ability of its generals, 
he knows all about Japan, in fact, he is Japanned all 
over. That Clive would have been nowhere—he 
would have been at sea with all his followers if he had 
tried it on the Japs. The “Gazette” admits, however, 


seems to 


that the Japanese have done much better than the 
English did in the Crimea. But the difference is that 
the Japanese have been preparing for the war since 
1892, and have only the Chinese to fight, while Eng- 
land was unprepared, and had Russia to fight. Says 
the “Gazette”: “If Admiral Belknap’s desire upon his 
enemy is to be gratified he will see ‘the sun flag of 
Japan humble the proud flag of Britain,’ and the 
chrysanthemum choke the British lion. “The arch-rob- 
ber of the universe,’ as poor Mr. Bull is called by the 
American Admiral, will be beaten and robbed on the 
high seas by the Japanese, though why the latter 
should ‘go for’ us in preference to Russians, French 
and Americans—not to speak of Dutch and Spanish 
—we cannot conceive.” It is to be regretted that the 
letter was taken in this spirit. We think that all 
true Americans know the full value and advantage 
of England's friendship, and there is every reason of 
consanguinity and circumstance why this should be 
of the closest. But we are not in favor on this side 
of the Atlantic of entangling foreign alliances, and 
the proposition that we should form an alliance with 
England to whip any other nation that seeks to break 
the peace, is not in the line of our traditions or our 
taste. This was the proposition made in an eloquent 
speech before the New York Commandery of the 
Loyal Legion, by Mr. David Christie Murray. 

Now that we are promised an unpartisan adminis- 
tration of municipal affairs in New York City, after 
the 1st of January, attention is turned to the value 
of military training for public service. The New York 
“Times” advises the employment of officers and en- 
listed men on the retired lists of the Army in the 
Street Cleaning Department, where, as is believed. 
military routine would be most effective. A corre- 
spondent of the “Times” “There are on the re- 
tired list of the Army 605 officers, and they are all 
men of experience and education. Some of them are 
engineer officers, who have had a large amount of 
work in their charge, and are entirely competent to 
assume control of street-cleaning divisions, Probably 
most of the regimental officers who are on the retired 
list would not be as able as retired staff officers to un- 
dertake work of this kind. Their Army duties entailed 
a good deal of exercise, and especially in the cavalry 
the officers of the line have not retained their health 
to the extent that officers of the staff have retained 
theirs. One-of the officers said recently: The retired 
enlisted pay is not large, although a man and his fam- 
ily may live on it. Some of the men possess a great 
deal of intelligence, and this is especially so as re- 
gards non-commissioned officers on the retired list. I 
know any number of Quartermaster Sergeants and 
Commissary Sergeants who are good all-around busi- 
ness men, honest, enterprising, and of good educa- 
tion.”

Various Naval . Items. 

_ Capt. George W. Sumner, commanding the cruiser 
Columbia, saluted, some days ago, with three guns a 
fore igi consular agent, at Caimaneva, in the West Indies. 
The Navy Department heard of this action and has 
cabied him for an explanation. His reply is awaited with 
some interest. 

The Navy Department has been officially advised by 

Lieutenant-Commander Emory, of the gunboat Petre, of 
the capture of Nieuchang by the Japanese troops. ‘The 
despatch containing this information also states that Gen- 
eral Oyama’s army corps is operating with a view to de- 
stroying the Chinese forces in Manchuria. 
: The Navy Department is much encouraged at the way 
in which applications are being made for plans for the 
advertised torpedo boats. The applications have been 
made by a majority of the prominent firms in the coun- 
try, and no difficulty is now anticipated in obtaining a 
satisfactory bid for the construction of these vessels. 

The “Lancet” believes that the prevalence of con- 
sumption among seamen is chiefly due to the very lim- 
ited space allotted to the occupants of the forecastle. 
It agrees with Dr. Holingridge, that the legal minimum 
should be increased from seventy-two cubic feet to at 
least one hundred, or, better still, one hundred and 
twenty. 

Secretary Herbert has sent to Congress petitions from 
the officers and men of the U. S. SS. Michigan, Vermont 
and Portsmouth, asking to have the act of Feb. 14, 
1885, creating a retired list for privates and non-commis- 
sioned men in the Army, extended so as to embrace the 
enlisted men of the Navy within its provisions. The peti- 
tions were identical with those previously sent in from 
other ships. ’ 

Work is being pushed on the vessels of the North At- 
lantie Squadron, and they will all be ready early in Janu- 
ary to carry out the orders of the Department to sail about 
that time for the West Indies. The squadron will be 
composed of the flagship New York, which will be fin- 
ished by the first of the new year; the Columbia, and 
possibly the Minneapolis; the Atlanta, which is now 
slated to be ready for sea on the 24th inst.; the Cin- 
einnati, Rale'gh, Montgomery, and Vesuvius. 

The Navy Department, it is understood, has decided to 
assign the cruiser Marblehead to duty in European waters. 
She will, with the San Francisco, make up Rear-Admiral 
Wirkland’s fleet for some time to come. The assignment 
of the Marblehead to this station is a reward to the 
officers and men of the Marblehead for the discomforts 
they suffered while on duty at Bluefields. The repairs to 
the vessel are now under way and ought to be completed 
within two months at the farthest.

: The Navy Department has submitted an estimate to 
Congress on the cost of repairs to the old Constitution 
and has fixed the amount at something like $100,000. 
Secretary Herbert is very anxious that repairs should 
be made to this craft, believing that if she is to be 
longer reserved as a “memento of our glorious past,” 
it would be wise for Congress to authorize repairs. 
Should such an act be passed it is his intention to order 
the vessel to Washington and kept at the Navy Yard 
as an object of interest to the visitors to the National 
Capital.

Indians incorporating with the Nicarauguan Government 
it is hardly probable that Great Britain will annul these 
preparations, 

Assistant Comptroller Mansur, in a decision made dur- 
ing the past week, holds that the State, which has secured 
the loan of a ship for naval reserve purposes, shall pay 
the cost of its towing to the city where the Governm nt 
intends to deliver it. The question rose over the transfer 
of the receiving-ship Dale to the Maryland authorities, 
ne Assistant Comptroller holds that the obligation en 
the part of the Federal Government is to loan the ship, 
but not to deliver it, and if the State of Maryland wishos 
the vessel, she must tow it from Washington to the po'nt 
of delivery at her own expense. 

M. A. Galibert, already well known as an inventor, 
has added a collapsible buoy to the list of his inven. 
tions, an account of which is given in the “Yacht.” It 
is constructed of a tissue absolutely impermeable to 
water, and when filled with air is in the shape of a mat- 
tress or large pillow. One of the larger sizes offers 1,100 
Ibs. resistance to submersion, and hence will readily sup- 
port a number of men. It is fitted with hand and foot 
ropes. It takes up a very limited space when deflated. 
The buoy has already been most successfully tried on 
the Formidable, of the Mediterranean Squadron. 

The recent bold torpedo boat attack upon Port 
Arthur was led by the Kotaka, constructed in England 
in 1886 for the Japanese Government. She is 170 ft. 
in length by 20 ft. beam, propelled by twin screws. and 
has a speed of nineteen knots. The distinctive feature 
in her design is that the machinery compartment is com- 
pletely armor-plated with 1-in. steel plates, so as to pro- 
tect this portion of the vessel, the rest of the hull being 
subdivided inte a very large number of small water- 
tight compartments. It is a remarkable fact that the 
Japanese Government was the first to adopt sea-going 
torpedo boats, and the Kotaka is probably the only ar- 
mored torpedo boat afloat. ; : 
_Kear-Admiral Kirkland has been called upon by the 
Nuvy Department for an explanation of his action in tak- 
ing fuses from the Detroit for the use of his flagship. Ac- 
cording to a report, which has just reached the Depart- 
ment, Rear-Admiral Kirkland took from the Detr it, at 
Gibrattar, several hundred Hotchkiss fuses. It is cla‘med 
by the officials of the Department that, as the Detroit was 
not attached to his station, he had no right to take sny 
of Let ammunition without the special consent of the De- 
partment. The Detroit is on her way to Asia and will 
probably need all her fuses for target practice. Ammuni- 
tion for the Chicago was sent out by the Machéas, and 
Department officials think that Rear-Adim:ral Kirkland 
should have waited for her arrival. 

The Seigfried, the next to last of eight ships of a 
type in the German Navy, has recently been launched. 
She is 240 ft. long and displaces about 3,500 tons. She 
has a continuous belt of armor 7 ft. 6 in. wide and 9.4 
in. thick. Her armament consists of. three’ 9.4-in. Krupp

The Board, consisting of Comdr. Royal Bradford and 
Naval Constructors Bowles and Hanscomb, appointed 
to report upon the advisability of reducing woodwork 
on board ships, have submitted a preliminary report to 
Secretary Herbert. The report is not radical in char- 
acter. It recommends, among other things, the replacing 
of wooden bulkheads with iron, and suggests a number 
of other instances in which this metal may be em- 
ployed. It is the intention of the Board to continue its 
investigation and conduct experiments with a view to 
obtaining some non-combustible material, not metal, 
which may be used as_a substitute for wood. 

Naval Constructor Capps has submitted a report to Sic- 
retary Herbert showing that the shell of a submarine 
boat, constructed on the plans of the Holland torpedo 
boat company, of New York, is amply sufficient to resist 
the explosive effect of torpedoes discharged at a_ short 
range. Experiments were conducted with the old lay 
torpedo shell, which was used in the Newport exper- 
merts, about a year ago. The shell of this vessel is 
scarcely thicker than ordinary tin-plate, yet it bore the 
force of explosion very we:l until the range was_brought 
withir. SO ft., when it was severely battered. The Hol- 
land torpedo boat—which must be at teast half an inch 
thick to withstand water pressure at considerable depths— 
will be strong enough to resist explosions at short 
runge. Secretary Herbert is expected to award a con- 
trace for the construction of a submarine beat of the Hol- 
land type at an early day. 

Comdr. F. R. Pelly, of the British gunboat Porpoise, 
witnessed the taking of Port Arthur, and has sent an 
interesting account of it to England. It appears that the 
loss of the Japanese in the capture was larger than was 
at first supposed, or has yet been acknowledged. The 
loss was enn artillery fire. As long as the Chinese 
had battlements and trenches in front of them they 
fought pretty well, and stuck to their Krupp guns; but 
they would not stand up against the Japanese with the 
bayonet. Evidently the heart was out of them, which 
is not surprising if it is true that the general in com- 
mand of the place ran away to sea before the fighting 
began. The Japs gave very little quarter, but in other 
respects they seem to have shown the best qualities of 
a civilized army. They had Port Arthur in good order, 
with all the dead buried and the wounded out of sight, 
the day after the capture; and their field hospitals and 
ambulance organization are said to rouse the admira- 
tion of the foreign medical oflicers who have inspected 
them.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION, 


The bill for the reorganization of the personnel of the 
Navy was under discussion in the Naval Committees of 
both houses on Wednesday. The discussion in the Sen- 
ate Committee was merely incidental, and as the Com- 
mittee had not yet received the printed copies of the 
report of the joint, sub-committee, and as it was 
understood that the House Committee would probably 
make some changes in the text of the bill, it was de- 
termined not to take the bill up for detailed discus- 
sion until after the House Committee had acted. It 
was thought that the Senate Committee might in this 
way be able to make its action conform to that of the 
House Committee, so that the same bill would be intro- 
duced in each House. The meeting of the House Com- 
mittee on Wednesday was called for the express pur- 
pose of considering the bill, and nothing else was taken 
up. It was read by sections, and each section was dis- 
cussed separately. There was more or less discussion 
of each provision of the bill, and the members of the 
joint commission on the part of the House were freely 
questioned by the other members of the Committee as 
to the details of each section, and as to what the effect 
of the proposed provisions would be. In this way all 
the provisions in the bill relating to the line of the Navy 
were discussed. There was considerable opposition mani- 
fested to some of the provisions, but many of the ob- 
jecrions mode were withdrawn upon expianations being 
made by Mr. Meyer and the other Representatives of 
the House upon the joint committee. he only motion 
that was made to amend the bill was by Mr. Robinson, 
of Pennsylvania, who moved to strike out the provision 
for the compulsory placing of officers on the reserve list. 
Mr. Robinson took the ground that the reserve list 
ought to be made up entirely of officers applying to be 
placed upon it. This motion provoked a long discussion, 
in the course of which it was developed that there was 
great opposition to the compulsory reserve list, and that 
a vote on Mr. Robinson’s amendment would probably 
result in its adoption. ‘The compulsory reserve list 
feature was strongly defended by Messrs. Meyer, Money, 
and others of the Committee, and Mr. Money declared 
with great emphasis that if this provision should be 
stricken from the bill its most vital feature would be 
destroyed. He said that if Mr. Robinson’s motion should 
be adopted he would vote to report the bill unfavorably 
to the House. He insisted that it would be impossible 
to secure enough voluntary applications for places on the 
reserve list to afford the relief to the congested condition 
of the line that this list was designed to furnish, but he 
declared that it was his opinion that in the event of 
power being given to compel officers to go upon that list, 
there would be enough voluntary applications to keep 
it full on the theory that officers would prefer to go on 
it voluntarily than to being placed upon it as a result 
of the action of a board. It was finally determined to 
pass the amendment over without action for the present. 
The result of the first day’s consideration was, on the 
whole, very discouraging to the officers who were instru- 
mental in drawing up the bill. They complained that 
there were several members of the Committee who were 
more disposed to take into consideration the probable effect 
of the bill upon individual officers than its effect upon 
the service as a whole. While the provisions of the 
bill relating to the staff corps were not taken up on 
Wednesday, the fact was developed in the general dis- 
cussion upon the bill that it is opposed by friends of the 
staff on account of the’ provisions for the equalization 
of pay. Some of the members of the joint committee 
stated, in answer to these objections, that they believed 
that the pay ought to be equal for ‘he same relative rank 
in all the corps, and that while they would have been per- 
fectly willing to have equalized the pay by increasing 
it in each case to the highest rate now given, they felt 
that it would -be impossible to get the bill through Con- 
gress if it provided for increased pay. The bill would 
increase the cost of the personnel to some extent in the 
shape in which it was reported, and would receive op- 
position on that account, and they were afraid that if 
they undertook to increase the pay of any of the officers 
it would be impossible to carry it through Congress. 

When the Committees on Naval Affairs reconvened on 
Thrrsday, to continue the discussion of the Personnel bill, 
it was apparent that there was more of a disp>sition on 
the part of its members to harmonize their views. Before 
proceeding to d’scuss the staff features of the bil, the 
committee returned to the provision for the reserve list. 
and various propositions were submitted to meet the ob- 
jections of Mr. Robinson and some other members to the 
provision for placing officers on the list against their will. 
in case the number of volunteers is not sufficient to afford 
the desired flow of promotions. The bill, as drawn bv the 
joint sub-committee, provided for a board of five Rear- 
‘Admirals, to go over the list and select the officers to be 
placed on the reserve list, the dec‘sion of this board to be 
final, and no provision being made to grant a hearing to 
the officers involved. 

A compromise was finality agreed upon, by which it is 
provided that the board shall consist of not fewer than 
three or more than five Rear-Admirals; that when the 
record of an officer is taken up for consideration, that 
officer shall be not'fied and shall be given an opportunity 
to appear hefore the board and be heard in his own be- 
half: that the board shall base its action upon the record 
of the officer and his statement, and shall report its con- 
clusions to the Secretary of the Navy. who shall review 
their report. and whose conelusions shall he final. ‘The 
effect of th's change is to give to the Secretary the power 
to reverse the action of the board and continne on the 
active list any officer who may have been selected for 
transfer to the reserve list by the Board of Admirals. It 
wis also decided that the time for the reserve list to go 
into effect should be one vear from the passage of the bill, 
instead of six months. The idea of this Is to give officers 
a longer time to make up their minds whether or not to 
apn'v for transfer to the reserve list. 

The Committee on Friday took up the consideration of 
the staff features of the bill, and got through with most 
of the provisions relating to the Medieal Corps. The 
only change of importance was the making of the low- 
est grade in the Corps that of Lieutenant (jnnior grade), 
instead of Ensign, as at first proposed. At the close 
of Fridov’s session the Committee adjourned until after 
the holidays, after providing that the snh-committee on 
the Naval Appropriation bill might sit during the recess 
and hear the officers of the Department in explanation 
of the estimates for the different Bureans. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported favorably the joint resolution providing for the 
revival of the grade of TLientenant-General for the bene- 
fit of Major-General Schofield. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has reported fay- 
orably the bill to gcrant a pension at the rate of S75 per 
month to Mrs. Martha Curtis Carter, widow of the late 
Rear-Admiral S. P. Carter, 1.

The Senate on Tuesday adopted a resolution presented 
by Mr. Manderson, providing for the printing of 3,500 
copies of the “Operations of the Division of Military 
Engineering of the International Congress of Engineers.” 

On motion of Mr. Manderson the bill (8.1644) relating 
to the detail of -retired officers of the Army at institu- 
tions of learning was indefinitely postponed, the purpose 
of the bill having been accomplished by a privision of an 
ap vropriation act passed at the last session of Congress. 

he Senate Committee on Appropriations on Tuesda 

reported the Military Academy Appropriation biil wit 
a number of amendments, the most important of which 
is the striking out of the provisions for the pay of the 
general Army service (Quartermaster’s Department) 
and the pay of the cavalry detachment detailed to duty 
at West Point, together with the proviso that the de- 
tachment of enlisted men at the Military Academy shall 
not exceed 215. As the provisions for the pay of these 
detachments have been stricken out of the | Appro- 
priation bill as it passed the House, it will be necessary 
to restore them to one bill or the other. It is probable 
that they will be restored to the Military Academy bill 
when it is discussed in the Senate, and when the true 
state of the case is understood. The maximum pay of 
the enlisted musicians in the Academy band is reduced 
from $35 to $34 per month. Under the head of public 
works, additional items are provided for, as follows: Re- 
pairs to Cadet guardhouse, $275; fitting up an operating 
room in Cadet hospital, $629; macadamizing picket line 
at cavalry stables, $560; repairs and improvements to 
quartermaster’s stable and barn, $1,500. 

The House Committee on Pensions has reported fav- 
orably the bill to increase the pension of Julia Weeks, 
widow of the late Capt. Harrison 8S. Weeks, of the 8th 
Cav., to $30 per month, and the bill to increase the pen- 
sion of Elizabeth T. Beall, widow of Benjamin L. Beall, 
late Colonel of the Ist U. S. Cav., to $50 per month. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs has re- 
yorted favorably the Seante joint resolution authoriz- 
ing Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan, U 8S. N., to accept a 
medal presented him by the Government of Chili, as a 
memento of his presence with the headquarters of the 
Chilian army at the battles of Chorillos and Maraflores 
in Pert. 

The House Committee on Claims has reported fav- 
orably the bill (H. R., 7511) for the relief of the legal 
representative of Capt. Oresmus B. Boyd, late of the 
Sth Cay., authorizing the accounting officers of the 
Treasury to adjudicate the claim of the legal representa- 
tive of that officer in accordance with the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Watson case. 

The House lost a resolution passed by the Senate, and 
nassed the following resolution accordingly: ‘Resolved, 
That the Senate be requested to furnish the House with 
a duplicate copy of the joint resolution (S. R. 34) author- 
izing Comdr. Dennis W. Mullan, U. S. N., to accept a 
medal presented him by the Chilian Government, the 
original having been mislaid. 

The discussion in the House of the bills to furnish a re- 
tired list for the Revenue Cutter service has been the 
occasion for the display of some cheap wit, of which the 
following is a choice specimen: 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri: ““‘When William J. Bryan stood 
up here the most eloquent tribune that the people have 
had in this hall (laughter on the Republican side) for 
the last thirty years——” 

Mr. Boutelle: “The ‘last of the tribunes’——” 

Mr. Clark, of Missouri: “You keep your mouth shut. 
You have got more mouth and less brains than any man 
that ever sat in the American Congress.” 

When the Army Appropriation bill was under consid- 
eration in the House, the provision incorporated in it 
by the Committee for the transfer of the military prison 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., to the Department of Jus- 
tice was stricken out on a point of order. The provision 
was immediately. introduced as a separate measure by 
Mr. Curtis, of New York, and was favorably reported 
from the Military Committee on Tuesday. 

Mr. Coffin, of Maryland, presented letters of certain 

officers of the Naval Academy recommending the re- 
tirement of Kk. J. M. Button, apothecary, at Annapolis, 
a, 
In introducing the Fortification Appropriation bill in 
the House Dec. 13, Mr. Livingston explained that this 
bill carries $1,879,067.50, which is a little below the 
average for the past six years ($2,940,000). That is 
accounted for in this way: Heretofore, or for the last 
several years, we have had a number of contracts to 
meet. Those contracts have been met, and in this bill, 
in two instances, we close up the entire contract sys- 
tem. In one instance the amount is $133,000, and in the 
other, $144,000. This bill wipes out or completes the 
entire contract system which was engaged in several 
years ago. It makes no appropriation for sites for the 
reason that the Government has had to pay an extrava- 
gant price for sites, and the Secretary of War now has 
power under the law to buy sites when they are of- 
fered. ‘he Committee has failed to see the wisdom of 
appropriating a very large sum of money for 12-inch 
steel mortar guns at this time, the question still being 
in abeyance whether the iron gun with steel hoops, a 
cheaper gun, is not also the better gun in the end. That 
is still a matter to be settled by experiment: and a type 
gun is all that has been authorized. Mr. Bingham said: 
“Mr. Chairman, there is hardly enough appropriation in 
this bill to provoke even a controversy. Almost every 
paragraph reduces largely the reasonable and fair recom- 
mendations of the Chief of Ordnance and the Chief of 
Engineers of the Army, approved by the Secretary of 
War.” 

The House Committee on Claims has made a favorable 
report on the bill which has passed the Senate author- 
izing the Secretary of the Navy to remit to N. F. 
Palmer, Jr., & Co.. the time penalties on the gunboats 
Cenecord and Bennington. 

The House has passed the Senate bill to pension Mrs. 
Banks, widow of the late Maj.-Gen. Nathaniel P. Banks, 
at the rate of $100 per month. he consideration of a 
Senate bill to increase the pension of Mrs. Mary Douhle- 
day, widow of the late Brevet Maj.-Gen. Abner Donble- 
day to $100 per month, was objected to by Mr. Dear- 
mond, of Missouri.

THE G. A. R. AND THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


In the endeavors of the Grand Army to introduce mili- 
tary instruction into the public schoo!'s, difficulty hae been 
experienced in procuring proper instructors, especially im 
the large cities. The existing law permits the President 
to detail officers of the Army and Navy to act as in- 
structors in colleges and the Secretary of War to issue 
ordnance stores to them, but there is no authority for de- 
tailing officers for service in the schools, or to issue any 
ordnance stores to them. At the request of Gen. George 
W. Wingate, Special Aid on the staff of Commander-in- 
Chief Lawler, of the G. A. R., in charge of military 
instruction in schools, Congressman William J. Coombs, 
of Brooklyn, presented to the House of Representatives, on 
Wednesday, the following bill: 

An act to amend Sec. 1225 of the Revised Statutes, so as to 
provide for the detail of officers of the Army and Navy to 
assist In military Instruction in the public schools, 

Whereas, it Is desirable that those schools and educational 
institutes of the several States which shall adopt a system 
of military Instruction shall receive the assistance of the 
government, In order to secure to the United States auch a 
knowledge of military affairs among the youth of the country 
as will make them efficient as volunteers, if called upon for 
the national defen 

Be it enacted, ete. 

Sec. 1. That See 1225 of the Revised Statutes, concerning 
the detail of officers of the Army and Navy to educational 
institutes, be and the same is hereby amended so as to per- 
mit the President to detail, under the provisions of that act, 
and In addition to the detail of the officers of the Army and 
Navy now authorized to be detailed under the existing pro- 
visions of said act, such officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy of the United States as. in his 
judgment, can be spared for that purpose without affecting 
its efficiency, to act as instructors in military drill and tac- 
ties In the public schools of the various cities In the United 
States, where such instruction shall have been authorized by 
the edventional anthorities thereof, and where the services of 
such instructor shall have been applied for by said anthor- 
ities, As far as practicable these details shall be made by 
the President from the officers and non-commissioned officers 
of the troops which are stationed in the vicinity of the 
schools In which instruction Is required, and the instruction 
should be so arranged as to only require them to devote such 
time as Is necessary for that purpose. Provided, that no detai) 
of any such officer or non-commissioned officer shall be made 
or continned where the number of scholars of the town opr 
city to be instructed by him shall not exceed 500, 

The details of such officers shall be made in the first In- 
stance to the public schools of the cities In the vicinity of 
which Army posts are stationed, and after that, according to 
population. 

The maximum number of officers to be detailed under the 
provisions of this act In public schools, as herein pres¢ribea, 
shell pot exceed 50, and shall be exclusive of the detaila of 
officers of the Army and Navy authorized by the section 
hereby amended. and this amendment shall not affect any 
provisions thereof, 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of War is authorized to Issue, at his 
discretion, and under proner regulations to be preseribed by 
him. ont of ordnance and ordnance stores belonging to the 
government, and which can he spared for that purpose, snch 
number of the same as may be required for military instruc. 
tion ond practices by the pubite schools of any city which 
shall adont military instrnetionn as a part of its publie 
school system, and the Secretary shall require a bond In each 
erse for donble the value of the pronerty, for the care and 
safe keeping thereof, and for the return of the same when 
reontred., 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect. immediately. 


This is a matter in which the G. A. R. is deeply inter- 
ested and the posts throuchout the country will use the'r 
influence to secure the passage of the bill during the pres- 
ent session.

His companion, Mr. Lea 1, 
could obtain no help from sympathetic fellow-travellers, = 
railroad employees, to enable him to properly care for a 
stricken soldier, and the only couch vouchsafed to the he p- 
less man was the hard platform of the railroad station where 
the brakemen had deposited him as the train burried on 
into the darkness. Experience with midnight revellers haa 
made them skeptical of the assurances that this was a case 
of severe illness. Assistonce was finally obtained, and the 
General was carried to his home near by. and there he died 
on the following Friday, two days after his attack. 

Rv the side of General Porter, at the entertainment re- 
ferred to. sat the gentleman chosen by Governor Morton to 
aneceed him in office, General MeAlnin, and almost the lyst 
recollections of General Porter's life must have been the 
generous and hearty words of praise bestowed upon him by 
the man into whose hands he would on the Ist of the com- 
ing January have surrendered his office, had not death given 
him a still earlier discharge from the resnonsibilities he had 
borne so well No post-prandial words of praise were ever 
more truthfully or more opnortunely spoken than those by 
Jeneral McAlpin. General Porter was, he declared, the best 
Adjutant-General the State of New York had ever haa, 
Certainly he was the best one T hove known in an experience 
of 20 years. To his ideals of soldierly duty, to his instine- 
tive hostility to martial humbug, and to his quiet but per- 
sistent effort to rid the Guard of those parasitic growths 
of civillan pretence which sap the life of militia organiza- 
tions. is largely dune the efficiency of the New York State 
troops. He realized the responsibilities that go with the 
solemn sanction to wield the sword of State, and sought In 
every wavy to fit the men wnder him for the possibilities of 
actual service He learned by large experience the char- 
acter of the men and the organizations he controlled. and he 
led them as far as he could, and further than any one else 
ever has. in the right direction, choosing for his standards 
those of the Regular Army. 

General Porter's fidelity to duty was an ancestral inher- 
itanee, for he eame of the sturdy New England colonial 
steck, He ws bern under the shadew of old Harvara, 
from which he was graduated, and his last resting-place will! 
be near his esrly home in Cambridge, Mass. He was, in his 
youth. one of the few who devoted themselves to military 
studies at a time when the unthinking were saving, 4s they 
are onee more saving. that there was no more prospect of 
war In this country “than there is of man’s going to heaven 
without dving.”” He served before our civil war as a private 
of the Rosten Cadets. as Second Lieutenant In the Boston 
City Goard. end as Adjutant of the famous Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Boston. 

When war ecnme young Porter hastened to put his mil- 
itary training to account. and he was, in April, 1561, mus- 
tered into the service of the United States as First Lienten- 
ant of the First Messechnsetts Rottery (Batterv A, Masss- 
ehusetts Volunteer Artillery), and was promoted to Captain 
in July, 1861. Porter's batterv was assigned to the Army of 
the Potomae under General MeClellan, and it soon achieved 
reputation as one of the most efficient volunteer batteries in 
the service. Its record at Gaines’s Mills, at Frazier’s Farm, 
during the “seven days’ battle’ at Antietam, at the Second 
Tell Ry. ond elsewhere, is part of the history of that time, 
when trie manhood was developed so rapidly in the fierce 
school of war. 








After his discharge from the military service, Porter es- 
tablished. himself in New York as a practising attorney, and 
was appointed to the bench. But his interest in military 
matters continued, and he was, in 1865, commissioned a 
Captain in the 22d N. Y. Regt., being successively promoted 
to Major. Lieutenant-Colonel, and, finally, to Colonel, in 
1869. He brought this eommand to such a high state of 
efficiency, that in 1882 it was placed by the Assistant 
Inspector-General, Gen. T. F. Rodenbough, of the Regular 
Army, at the head of all the regiments in the State in point 
of general excellence, the 7th N. Y. following next. “As a 
whole,”’ said General Rodenbough, of this command, “it 
approaches more nearly to the standard of the true soldier 
than any command in the State. This Colonel (Porter) is 
especially able and competent. The review and dress pa- 
rade were, without exception, the finest I ever saw as to 
alignments, distances, manual, and perfect steadiness.” 
Similar high praise was given by another officer of the 
Regular Army who inspected the regiment. Captain Field, 
4th Art. “Calm dignity.” said this authority, ‘sound jude- 
ment, and quiet Inflexibility were the characteristics of 
Colonel Porter. JT have seen nothing that approached his 
scientific methods.” 

The anplication of the choracteristies here referred to his 
higher duties as Adjntant-General. is the secret of General 
Porter’s suecess in that office. The reforms he introduced 
into the administration of military affairs in the State of 
New_York make his administration an era in the history of 
the National Guard. He had the soldier’s directness and 
simplicity of character, ond his estimate of the relative fm- 
portance of soldierly efficiency and mere military display 
was in accord with the best standards. : ‘ 

Without obtrusive good fellowship, General Porter was a 
genial gentleman among those with whom he was familiar, 
and his gennine ability made unnecessaty a display of re- 
serve toward those over whom he held authority. He was 
always approachable, and his ends were accomplished by 
aniet force of character rather than by a display of au- 
thority. ‘

The funeral of Adit -Gen. Josiah Porter hv -reonest of his 
family. was conducted as simply as possible, and the mill- 
tary honors were confined merely to those pnrecorthed in 
reenlation, end bunt for this reanest. Gen. Lonis Fitzgerald 
——— in pursuance of the authority invested in him by 
- x mann hief. have ordered out both the 1st and 
age union. The ceremonies were held on the afternoon of 
nena 17, — services beine held in St. Andrew's Eniseonal 
shureh 127th Street and Fifth Avenne. The 2°d Regiment 
Colonel Camp: the Ist Rettervy. Cantain Wendel, and T-aen 
A. Capt. Roe, were detailed at the funeral as escort. Full- 
dress uniform and overcoats were worn, and the commanding 
officers of the escort reported to the Brigade Chief of Stat. 
Colonel Olin, at 2:20 p. m.. on Fifth Ave., at the corner of 
127th St. James Monroe Post, 607, G. A. K., of which the 
General was a member, were also present among the many 
assembled to pay their last resnects. The ceremonie« were 
simnle but impressive. and it is donhtfnl if in the history 
of the National Guard of New York there has been so large 
and representative a hody of guardsmen at the funeral of A 
deceased member, The arrangements at the chureh were 
admirable. General Fitzeerold, who had chareo of the fn- 
neral, detailed Cant. N. B. Thurston of the 22d Regiment, to 
take charge of the seating. and 2.700 neonle were seated ns 
prearranged. without any confusion whatsoever. Ry reanest 
of the family there was no military escort with the hody 
from General Porter's residence to the chureh: and the re 
mains on arriving at the church were received with honer: 
but by further reqnest of General Porter's family. the coffin 
was conveyed in and ont of the church by the undertaker’s 
assistants. and was taken to the train in a hearse instend of 
on caisson. As the eoffin was to be onened again at Cam- 
bridge it was thoucht this course was deemed ndvisable. as 
len ikely to disturb the remains. The nall hearers were 
Gen. James MeLeer, of the 2d Brigede: Gen. Robert Shaw

Sure.-Gen : Gen. J. M. Varian Chief 
of Ordnance, and Gen. Ferdinand P. Farle Chief of Artillery 
Among those in the church were the family of the deconced, 
Major-Gen, N. A. Miles, U. 8.

Besides the above, there were on the General’s coat a 
Grand Army of the Renublic badge and the < service 
medal of the 22d Regiment, pinned over his art. The 
body wes carried from the church to the hearse with the 
dead soldier’s flag, hat and sword Iving on the easket. His 
horse, fully canparisoned, with boots in reversed stirrups was 
led by a colored attendant. The. funeral cortege marched 
to Fifth Avenue, to 124th Street. to Madison Avenue, to 99th 
Street, to Fifth Avenue, to the Grand Central Station. where 
there was a special train waiting to take the body to Roston 
The body wes buried on Dee. 18 in Mt. Anburn Cemetery. 
Cambridge, Mass. Inspector-General McGrath. now Adjutant-
